Both the pipe and the Harrison Monument at the Lawrence County closing corner (Witness Tie A) were presumably 
set by former Lawrence County Surveyor Nelson Prall. The pipe was accepted by Steven Ramsey in 1993. It fits well 
with possession and other survey monuments in the area and was accepted as the best evidence of the corner. 


UNCERTAINTIES IN THE CORNER LOCATION DUE TO: 

@ Variances in the Monumentation: Without a chain of records to prove the perpetuation of the original wood post, it 
is impossible to know how the monument found at this corner relates to the original location. Therefore, the 
uncertainty cannot be determined. 

e Discrepancies in the Documents: 0.3 feet 

© Inconsistencies in the lines of Occupation: None noted. 

e Theoretical Uncertainty (Random Errors in Measurement): The Relative Positional Accuracy of this survey is within the 
specifications for an Indiana Rural Survey (0.26 feet plus 200 ppm) as defined in IAC 865.
